ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE—NORTH BERWICK, 1955 


In reviewing our health program for the past year 
I find few changes. Three Child Health Conferences 
were held during the spring. Attendance was very 
small. As many of the infants and pre-school children 
are having their well child check-ups and immuniza- 
tions from their family physicians, discontinuation of 
this service is being considered. Anytime a‘ sufficent 
number of parents wish it resumed the Health Coun- 
cil and the nurse will be more than pleased to do so. 


Assistance was given your health officer, Dr. Kohan, 
at the polio clinics last spring and again this fall. 
Eighteen second and third grade pupils completed their 
immunizations. There were six who had their first 
shot in the spring, and seven this fall who have yet to 
have their second doses. Without doubt this program 
will be continued and expanded in 1956, at which time 
these children may finish up if their parents so desire. 


A different type of machine was used in November 
to check hearing. It is called the “Puretone”’ audio- 
mete. One pupil is done at a time. I tried to do all 
those who had not been done before, i.e., sub-primary 
through the fifth grade plus any in other grades who 
were referred by the teachers. Of the 213 tested, 13 
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appeared to have some hearing difficulty. Tests for 
the sub-primary were not too satisfactory, as many of 
them were too young to follow instructions well. An- 
other year I think it may be wise to do selected grades 
such as the first, fourth, seventh, and eleventh, plus 
teacher referrals. If done in this manner we shall 
have a check on pupils as they settle down to learn 
the “3 R’s” just before they leave school and a couple 
of times in between. These are tentative plans and 
subject to change. 

School physical examinations have not been forgot- 
ten. Plans are under way to start on grades three and 
six in January. 7 


Home visits are still made to mothers before and 
after their babies are born, and to infants, pre-school 
and school children to help with health problems. 
Schools are visited periodically and on request. 


The services of both Maine and New Hampshire 
for crippled children and tuberculosis are used. The 
one chosen depends on the one that best fits the needs 
of the child or the family. Follow-up of the chest x-ray 
clinic has been done by visits to the family physicians 
or to the individuals. The York County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association has been very cooperative and 
gives service freely upon request of the physician or

No annual report would be complete without at 
least mention of the high caliber of the Health Coun- 
cil members and their wholehearted cooperation in 
handling and working out the many services offered 
the town. Without their loyalty and enthusiasm for 
the work, far less could be accomplished.

To the Citizens of North Berwick: . 
Dental corrective work continued this year with 
Dr. Raymond Beaudoin of Sanford doing the work. 
Beginning last September, 1955, a dental record for 
each child will be kept on file from year to year by 
the dental committee. 

The State Department of Health and Welfare in- 
formed the Health Council that due to the lack of 
dental hygienists, a new policy was being formulated. 
The sodium flouride program will operate in the fol- 
lowing priority rating: 1. Towns with no public wa- 
ter supply. 2. Towns that are dependent on their 
water supply from adjacent towns or cities. 3. Towns 
with public water supplies. Because towns classified 
in categories 1. and 2. will receive priority, North Ber- 
wick is unable to acquire the services of a dental hy- 
gienist for the sodium fluoride treatments. 
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Your Health Council assisted in bringing the Mo- 
bile X-ray Unit to North Berwick. A surprisingly high 
percentage of the population availed themselves of 
this service. Such success encourages the Health Coun- 
cil to work and promote such programs for the bene- 
fit of the townspeople. 


The school physicals, audiometer tests. immuniza- 
tion and child health conferences were held as usual. 


We are sorry to report that Dr. Beaudoin is no 
longer doing our dental work, having ended his prac- 
tice in North Berwick as of January 19, 1956. How- 
ever our program will continue in the capable hands 
of Dr. Raymond Lord of Springvale. 


The Health Council wishes at this time, to express 
its sincere appreciation for the assistance and coopera- 
tion given us by the citizens of North Berwick. It is 
only through your interest that we are able to expand 
our efforts to produce a beneficial health program.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Citizens of North Berwick: 


I herewith submit my annual library report. 


During the year we have added more than fifty 
new names to the list of library patrons. Nearly one 
hundred books have been given by interested 
friends of the library. Two hundred volumes, adult 
and juvenile, were purchased; seventy of them non- 
fiction. The State stipend of $40.00 was received, spent 
for non-fiction and a report made as usual to the State 
Librarian. We also received a $5.00 gift from Mr. 
Wayne Roberts of South Portland for a book to be 
placed in the library in memory of Mr. George E. 
Beals, his former Superintendent of Schools. With the 
increase in patrons has come an increase in circula- 
tion and we are always happy to see more and more 
people using the library. Suggestions for new books 
are welcomed. 


In the magazine department we have been given 
a year’s subscription to Facts Forum also to World 
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Tennis, and a patron has loaned her Good Housekeep- 
ing. Other additions to our magazines on file are Holi- 
day, Down East, Yankee, and Consumer Reports for 
the adult readers; Seventeen is now available to our 
teenage girls. The magazines may be taken out of 
the library under the same rules that our books are 
loaned. 


No major repairs have been made during the year; 
however, a low water cut off was put on to the furnace 
as a safety measure and two new flourescent lights 
installed over the juvenile book shelves. $65.00 was 
the cost of these improvements and $57.50 was spent 
for additional filing space. As finances permit, we hope 
for more stack lights. Shelf area is badly needed 
especially for reference material. 


The plastic jacket covers now in use on our new 
books receive much favorable comment. 

Some of the Scout groups are using the library 
basement for parties.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintendent School Committee and Citizens 
of North Berwick: 


It is a pleasure to submit a report of the schools for 
the year ending February 1, 1956. 


As a departure from the customary narrative type 
of report, some questions and answers are presented 
in the hope the material may be interesting and in- 
formative. 


1. How does our school system compare with that 
of other towns? 


It is evident that we are providing a good public 
school program and one which compares favorably 
with that of other towns of comparable size and finan- 
cial ability. 


Generally it is assumed that a school system can 
be as good as the teaching performed in the classroom. 
In this respect it can be truthfully stated that a high 
professional standard characterizes the work of. the 
teachers. Our staff is well-balanced as a group-and as 
individuals are conscientious and eager in their ef- 
forts to give to the pupils the best training and prep- 
aration possible within their limitations. 


We are reasonably well-supplied with modern up- 
to-date textbooks and teaching aids. In the high school 
we have equipment in special departments, including 
Science, Commercial Subjects, and Manual Arts, which 
is well above average for a school of our size. 


2. How can we improve our schools? 
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One of the most vital concerns of any community 
is the proper maintenance, administration, and ade- 
quate staffing of its public schools. No industry is 
concerned with a product so vital. The boys and girls 
attending our schools “today” will become the citizens

of our town “tomorrow”. 


The schools in any community can be as effective 
as the citizens of that community permit them to be. 
The schools belong to the people. 


The responsibilities assigned to the teachers are 
heavy and difficult. Only by positive support of the 
parents and all other citizens of the community can 
teachers accomplish best results. 


It is gratifying to note that a public awakening, on 
a country-wide scale, is beginning to focus attention 
on the importance of the public school program and 
particularly the significance of the role of the class- 
room teacher. It can be said that the teachers of this 
country have its future in their hands. 


3. What are some new concepts in public educa- 
tion? 


The demands created by a rapidly changing state of 
affairs of modern living have outstripped the best ef- 
forts of public education to keep pace. There is need 
to continually study and revise the curriculum con- 
tent of our schools so that the course of study will 
give to youth adequate, helpful information for the 
years ahead. 


The goal in public school work today is on build- 
ing the foundation of good citizenship and not merely 
to develop skills in school subjects. The modern school 
program considers all the development characteristics 
of hcildren. It arranges for each child to progress in 
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many phases of learning and personality growth at his 
own rate and on his own level. The public school 
today is interested in providing educational oppor- 
tunities for all children. 


4. How fast are school enrollments rising? 


“The rise in births has already caused an acute over- 
crowding of elementary schools. But further increases 
are yet to come. Most of the children born in the last 
five record breaking years have not yet started school. 
This means yearly increases to 1960 when the first 
group of postwar children will be moving on to high 
school. It is estimated that by 1960 elementary en- 
rollments will be 68 percent above 1946 and 28 percent 
above 1954. By 1969 the children already born will 
push secondary school enrollments to more than 70 
percent above the 1954 level”®

5. What about the supply of teachers? 


There is much concern, on a wide scale, over the 
general lack of enough teachers and, particularly, the 
lack of well-trained and qualified teachers. Because 
of the promise of unattractive salaries and some ‘other 
undesirable aspects of public school teaching, not 
enough capable young people are preparing for the 
profession. 


6. Is there overcrowding in our town schools? 


Not in the sense that all the teachers have classes 
which are too large for efficient results. However, we 
have reached the point where it is necessary to realize 
that before many years additional classrooms will have 
to be provided. When we opened the fall term last 
September we had 252 pupils and nine teachers at 
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the elementary school and 111 pupils and six teachers 
at the high school. The total of 363 is 19 less than a 
year ago. 


We do have some problems which should be re- 
lieved at the elementary school. The fourth grade 
includes 41 pupils undivided and the third grade num- 
bers 45 pupils divided in two sections in a substandard 
classroom arrangement. From a practical standpoint 
the fourth grade should be divided into scetions and 
better classroom space should be provided in place 
of the split or partitioned classroom now used by the 
third grade. Also lacking in the elementary building 
is a stage and assembly hall which is considered es- 
sential equipment of the modern school. 


The integration of the eighth grade pupils in the 
regular high school program is, at best, not an ideal 
arrangement. All modern studies support the theory 
of knowing the individual pupil as fully as possible. 
Departmentalization, as a technique of school organ- 
ization, gives a child an array of teachers who can 
only know or understand him briefly. A teacher in a 
non-departmental school associates with fewer 
children and, therefore, has time to become better ac- 
-quainted with the whole child, his home Rac Ont 
‘personality, capabilities, and weaknesses. 


The step from seventh grade in the elementary 
school to the formal type of program characteristic of 
the high school is too wide a gap for many students to 
bridge successfully. It would be better here, if possi- 
ble, to set aside a room for eighth grade academic work 
under the direction and supervision of a single teacher, 
special classes such as physical education, shop, and 
music excepted. 


7. How are we going to be able to meet the in- 
creasing costs of the schools? 
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Unfortunately this question has not as yet been 
solved. It is certain that public education costs will 
continue to rise with more children, higher salaries 
for teachers, and more classrooms needed. It is also 
agreed that the property tax, which bears most of the 
responsibility for support of public schools, is already 
overburdened. Of course, we do receive some assist- 
ance for schools from the State and, on the average, 
this is about 30 percent of the total operating cost. 
more and more our State aid will be increased if ac- 
ceptable sources of revenue at the State level can be 
found. 


8. Is it possible the Federal Government may pro- 
vide financial aid for education? 


It is very possible and, in fact, the recent White 
House Conference on Education substantiated the feel- 
ing more generally than ever before that financial aid 
for public education must soon be available at the 
Federal level. At first any assistance from Federal 
sources will likely be in the form of grants for school 
construction purposes. 


9 Will there be an increase in our school costs 
next year? 


The general operating budget for next year, care- 
fully considered and approved by the Superintending 
School Committee, indicates expenditures only slightly 
in excess of the actual expenditures for the year just 
past. This increase is about $1,400 and is necessary 
to meet guaranteed increments of the salary schedule. 


A separate request for $500 to assist in organizing 
a school band is a project which should appeal to all 
citizens of the town and will provide another good 
opportunity for school pupils to develop their individ- 
pal talents. 
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Incidentally, certain expenditures for consumable 
items in school activities are now subsidized by the 
state. This applies to all co-curricular activities in- 
cluding athletics. 


10. Have building improvements been accomplish- 
ed? 


Particularly at the high school some improvements 
have been effected. Most important to mention here 
is the installation of new exterior doors fitted with 
proper panic-type hardware and the beginning of a 
plan to redecorate the interior walls throughout the 
building, by painting. 


In this connection, the number of desirable improve- 
ments exceeds the list of accomplishments in any one 
year. As soon as possible it is planned to install a 
ceiling of soundproofing material in the Industrial 
Arts shop to aid in reducing disturbing noises in the 
classrooms overhead. 


In the elementary school, because of the difficulty 
in heating the building comfortably in extremely cold 
weather, it will probably be advantageous to weather- 
proof around the window openings. Also it may be 
advisable to consider the installation of a jet type 
steam heating unit in the main hall which can be used 
as needed on cold days. 


11. What about new equipment? 


During the past two or three years many items of 
equipment have been provided which improved the 
usefulness of our school program. This year we pur- 
chased thirty new universal type pupil desks and a 
set of encyclopedia for use at the elementary school. 
At the high school we have added five new typewrit- 
ers and tables for use of the Commercial students, and 
a set of special opaque curtains to darken the labora- 
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tory for using visual aids equipment and performing 
certain experiments in science which require con- 
trolled lighting. 


In closing, allow me to take this opportunity to 
thank all the teachers, members of the Superintend- 
ing School Committee, and citizens of the town who 
have cooperated in the work of the schools.

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REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent, The Superintending School 
Committee and the Citizens of North Berwick: 


The 1955-1956 school year at North Berwick High 
School began on Monday, September 12. The total 
beginning enrollment was 107 which has increased 
by one to a present total of 108. This total enrollment 
is broken down as follows: Grade Eight, 35; Fresh- 
men, 25; Sophomores, 16; Juniors, 19; and Seniors, 13. 


The teaching staff remains the same as last year 
with one exception. Miss Kathleen Hinds of Portland 
replaced Mrs. Nellie Hartford as teacher of Social 
Studies. Mrs. Hartford accepted a teaching position 
at Berwick Academy. 


The teachers and subjects they are teaching this 
year are as follows: 


Mr. Bartlett: Office Practice, Shorthand I, II, Type- 
writing I, I, Bookkeeping I, and Business Mathe- 
‘matics. | 


Mr. Fitzgibbons: Arithmetic, Grade 8, Physical Edu- 
cation, General Mathematics, Health and Science, 
Grade 8, and Driver Training. 


Miss Guptill: English I, II, III and IV (A), Latin I, 
and Language Arts, Grade 8. 


Miss Hinds: Problems of Democracy, Civics, French 
II, English III and IV (B), History and Geography, 
Grade 8, and World History. 
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Mr. Landon: Biology, Algebra I, Chemistry, Gen- 
eral Science, Geometry, Vocational Guidance, and Ori- 
entation, Grade 8. 


Mr. Parsons: Mechanical Drawing I, II, III, Indus- 
trial Arts I, II, III, IV, and Grade 8, Shop. 


Mrs. Brown: Vocal Music, two periods, one day a 
week. 


The program of studies which was adopted last 
year is still in effect. A stabilized program is a must 
if students are to be able to plan ahead for vocations 
and advanced education. We have changed the time 
schedule to provide in-school time for an activity pe- 
riod in order to allow bus students to participate in 
some of the activities normally not available to them 
because of the bus schedule. We also have a Remedal 
Reading group under the direction of Miss Guptill. 


We are pleased to be able to report that seven 
students out of the last two graduating classes are 
now enrolled in institutions of higher learning. This 
is a percentage of 28 which is above the state-wide 
_average. Of the present senior class of 13, over one- 
half have indicated that they expect to enter nursing 
schools, colleges, or some institution of higher educa- 
tion. This is a promising situation since today’s so- 
ciety demands more than a high school diploma if one 
is to progress beyond the average in most vocations. 


Physical improvements at the High School include: 
Enlargement of the typewriting room to permit larger 
classes and the addition of five typewriters, desks and 
chairs; new outside doors for auditorium and front en- 
trances; some interior painting; a new metal working 
bench made in the shop and a sander for the Indus- 
trial Arts classes. 
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I should like to depart from the common pattern 
of reporting school progress and pose a few questions 
for your concerted thought and action. Each question 
is pertinent to the future effectiveness of your high 
school and I have taken the liberty and responsibility 
of stating my thoughts on the issues. 


1. Can we properly house and effectively educate 
grades 8-12 in the present high school building? 


Answer—No. We already have an eighth grade too 
large to fit into any other room in the building than 
the one it is now occupying. It is also too large for 
the shop classes. 


9. Under the present teacher work load and sal- 
ary schedule can we hope to retain or improve our 
instructional staff? 


3. Will more room and personal solve all our prob- 
lems? 


Answer—No. Each teacher who has left the High 
School in the last three years has done so at a larger 
salary for a lighter work load. 


Answer—No. These improvements would, how- 
ever; if properly utilized, do much to improve the pres- 
ent situation. 


4 What is needed in addition to more room and 
teachers? 


Answer. A positive interest in our youth and 
our schools expressed in the following ways: 


a. Putting your youngster’s education first during 
his school years and letting him know it. 


b. Building student interest in schools and edu- 
cation by developing and showing one yourself. 
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ec. Supporting your schools morally as well as eco- 
nomically. 


There is no better way of making your school more 
effective for your child’s education than for you to 
actively work to improve it. There is no faster way 
to destroy its effectiveness than to ridicule or belittle 
education, your schools, or its teachers. We have some 
good youngsters growing up. Let’s give them the best 
—as somebody tried to do for us. 


To those taxpayers who have no children in school 
let me say; your life in a town, your property valua- 
tion, and your opportunities grow better or worse along 
with the development or retardation of the commun- 
ity. People make a community and well-educated peo- 
ple make a better one. A school tax dollar is a well 
invested dollar as well as a deductible one.
